“REMARKABLE JEWISH MARRIAGES.” 
Sik,—I have anxiously awaited the meeting of the Board of Deputies, at 


Which the marriage of a Cohen “G” to a divorced woman was to be discussed, 


and am highly pleased that this subject is receiving their careful consideration. 
here is only caus item in the Para given *G”" by the Law and Parliamentary 
Committee of the Board which calls tora remark. According to their opinion, 
G” will have to prove: (1) That the first marriage was valid; (2) that she 
married again during the life-time of her first husband ; and (3) that the divorce 
had been granted by a Court of competent jurisdiction, 

I suppose that in arriving at this opinion the members of the Committee 
have studied the English Law, while, as I pointed out in my letter of January 
oth last and emphatically repeat. a Jewish bridegroom declares under the 
canopy and in the words of the Kethuba, “that he marries his bride, according 
to the Law of Moses and Israel,” and no Jewish marriage is held valid as such 
unless it be performed according to this Law. In this, the Jewish Law, neither 


of these three proofs need be given, There need even not be a formal divorce 
(by an Ecclesiastical Authority )—nay, there need be no divorce at all, the mere 
fact of the busband declaring to bis wife in the presence of two competent 
witnesses that “‘ she be separated from him and be forbidden to anyone else ”’— 
which is nota proper divorce according to Mosaic Law —O37 AY \—being sufficient 
to dissllow of her marrying a Cohen. 

Regarding the last of the items to be proved, I think it right to point out 
that in all countries—except England—th Jewish Rabbi is the comp«tent 
authority for ma ters touching Jewish marriages and divorces, The only duty 
he has to perform is to report every marriage or divorce to the Registrar. In 
England, the land of religious liberty and tolerance, the Chief Rabbi's authority 
is limited only to “ tying knots,’ and debarred from “untying them. In other 
words—when one marries, he does so by “ Jewish Law’ —while you may only 
be divorced by “ English Law,’ which, as it happens, entirely disagrees on this 
subject with the Law of Moses, it, in fact, opposes it. 

It is this difficulty, and the ways and means how to overcome it. that the 
Board of Deputies ought to consider. They ought to endeavour to enlighten us 
on the question : Which is the law by which we are united to our better halves 
in the s\nagovue! Is it that one which says: ‘“ And he shall write unt» her a 
letter of divorce ’ (Deut. \xiv., |), if she fiads no favour with him, or is it that 
which says'that in order to be divorced you must go into a deal of litigation, 
to a vreat deal of expense, and, in addition, be able to prove cruelty, desertion, | 
or adultery. 
| The Jewish law, as set forth in the Bible (Levit. xxi, 7), ordains that the 
Cohanim shall not marry a woman who is of bad repute, or divorced. It follows 
that the latter and the former are not identical, or else there would he need to 
classify them.. This question and the answer is given in ‘** Talmud Jerushalmi 
Tractate,’ Gittin. It is also further argued out speaking of Deut. xxviii, 13-14. 
These two cases do not admit of a divorce for ever. :

THE SHECHETA BOARD AND THE FEDERATION, ' 

Sik,—As a constant reader of vour valualle journal for the past 20 years I 
trust you will grant me the courtesy of inserting a few lines in reply to Mr. S.S. 
Oppenheim, with reference to the Shecheta Board. Inthe first place, [I can 
assure Mr. Oppenheim that my proposing Mr. Mark Moses as a representative 
of the Federation was certainly prompted by no disrespect to himself personally. 
as I have always considered him a valuable member of the Board, and only wish 
there were more such as he to direct Shechceta matters in the interests of 
Judaism, | 

At the same time I must maintain my action in the matter as purely a 
question of principle, and one which I have no hesitation in affirming was a 
correct one. The Federation. composed as itis of Jews residing in the East 
End of London, have certainly no necessity to go beyond that vicinity in select- 
ing suitable representatives for such a Board, and as the whole of the five 
gentlemen nominated were non-residents of the East End, I think, therefore, in 
justice, it was only right to send such a man as Mr. Mark Moses, who is a 
Worker, not only in communal matters, but in everything tending to 
the welfare of his struggling brethren, a man who js constantly in touch witb, 
and always accessible tothem to protect and promote their interests, and to havea 
voice in directing the affairsof the Shecheta Board. I must however,at the same 
time, affirm my fullaccordance with the views expressed by Mr.S8. 8. Oppenheim, 
that. it is certainly a great scandal that by the underhand meansemployed by the 
election stich a stalwart Jew as Sir Samuel Montagu, who has done so much’ to 
promote peace and harmony amony all sections of Jews, should have been 
ousted from the honourable position he has held for so many years. For my 
part [ can only say that having had many vears’ experience in Federa- 
tion matters. | would warn the ventlemen of the United Synagogue Executive 
that they can form but little idea of the power which ltes behind the form of 
Sir Samuel in the East End Federation. Composed as it 1s of nearly thirty syna- 
gogues, representing several thousands of Jews, it needs but a single word from. 
Sir Samuel to place itself on an entirely todependent footing in Shecheta 
matters which, as Mr. Oppenheim states, would certainly result in the insolvency 
ot the present Board.

| am sorry Mr. Oppenheim states he would not exert himself so far as even 
to cross the road to get the Federation the amount of surplus they are justly 
entitled to, but [can assure him that whatever the Federation is entitled to will 
have to be granted, as the Federation are powerful enough not only to fight, but 
to succeed in getting their rights. The whole matter rests with Sir Samuel, and 
I, for one, hope that he will maintain the firm attitude he has taken up. He 
can certainly rely in the matter upoo an absolutely untted support from all 
classes.

regiments were fast losing. It was a dificult mountain to climb, and we could 
only get up in single file. Lam not sure of the name. It iseither‘' Spitz Kop 
or“ Spion Kop. Were it not for our regiment coming up and openiny fire at 
once, the Boers would have captured the bill and made us all prisoners. I was 
not on the hill all the time. as the doctor sent me to the field hospital to get a 
further supply of brandy. The shells were bursting everywhere. I was busy 
all day getting water for the wounded and putting on bandages. I shall not 
attempt to describe some of the terrible sights I witnessed. Out of five Jews 
in the regiment, one was killed and one wonnded. The first was Private Leviit. 
and the other Colour-Sergeant Morris, who was hit in the nose and mouth... .

~ Macombe's Country.—At a meeting of the Society of Arts held on 
Wednesday a paper on © Macombe's Country (South of the Zambesi), its 
Ancient (:oldfields and Industrial Resources.” was read by Dr. Carl Peters. The 
paper contained a description of explorations carrie@ out by the lecturer last 
summer in the Zambesi district. He first visited Fura in which the Conquista- 
dures thousands of years ago must have worke:l alluvial gold. Whether it would 
pay to work this plain with modern machinery he intended to examine next 
summer, If they went deeper with dredying machinery they might find the bed 
rock rich in deposits. and payable. Anyhow. the reefs from which this alluvial 
yolit had been washed down from Injakalonyoe towards the Zambesi River were 
mishty and. according to all surface indications. of splendid quality. ‘They had 
beeu tested by old workings, and: he was «onvinced that they at least equalled 
Most of the payable gold mines of South Africa. Afterwards, going south- 
West, be paid a visit to the chief Macombe, and explored his whole country 
from one end to the other. Describing the country and its industrial resources, 
he said that among the occupations mining had the first rank, ‘(old was 
washed in the rivers and sold in quills. Iron was dug in holes and was melted 
in furnaces, The type of the people was not so much Arab as distinctly Jewish.

The Detention of a Jewish Girl in a Convent.

attribute the hearty reception you have given me merely to the fact of our 
cotamon faith; for I think you regard me in some measure as associated with 
the fact that for the first time we see the colonies standing side by side, in a 
supreme moment, with the Mother Country. I can bear personal testimony 
t the love which is felt in the colonies for our mother land. I was a member 
of the Government of Victoria at the time when the first -ontingent sailed for 
South Africa. No words of mine, no pen or peneil sketches can ade- 
quately describe the intense enthusiasm of a quarter of a — million of 
people who had assembled to see them off. Every ledge, every window 
sul. every verandah, every place, fact, on which foot body 
could “rest was) occupied. with people eager to osee the troops 
is they passed by. To have seen the cadets, who are still schoolboys, with 
carbines mn their hands, keeping the route would have done your hearts good . 
for in that far distant land there is growing up a race of citizen soldiers who 
one day will be ready to defend the land in Australia itself and if necessary in 
any part ofthe Empire. In Australia, when the trst note of war was heard 
there was. as much unanimity in respect to the vreat struggle that had been 
entered upon as in the heart of the Empire, because we felt that the contest 
Was not one of her choosing. The struggle had been foreed upon her, and every 
-entiment of hononr forbade her to renounce the Empire's cause, That was 
enough for us. We are a people not as numerous as we shall shortly be; a 
people with many ditterences, though happily they are of a minor nature, from 
we have to find new paths in the road of human progress. and we 
claim the right to maintain our internal atfairs in our own fashion. But when it 
becomes a question of Imperial uoity and 6f Imperial honour,and especially when 
It becom-?s a question of dismemberment, then we are one with you, Itis then that 
we recogaise no break in the world-wide bond of British brotherhood, It was with 
these sentiments that weset out not to help the mother country but to stand by her 
side: it wasthese sentiments thatimpell 
ed us to claim the privilege of assisting 
to discharge the duties of the Iimpire 
to stand beside, and, if the Arbiter of all 
thines willed it, to fall beside your own 
sons onthe battle-field. It was from no 
sordid motives nor in the hope of mater- 
tal gain, as | have -heard. it said, that we 
thus acted. Nothing of the kind. Before 
the war broke out, in that Federal Bull 
'O which reference has been made to- 
night, and which | had a hand in fram 
‘ing, we expressly, placed it in the fore 
ground that the Federation was to be 
indussoluble under the British Crown. 
So this war has not produced feeling 
of loyalty. for we bave always been. as 
loyal there as you are here, The beacons 
of loyalty burn among us as brightly as 
they do here. We have not co-operated 
heartily with vou because we ‘think that 
‘the British is a great commercial 
asset. Phatconsideration had no share 
in pressing us forward, for we take the 
deepest. pride in the traditions of our 
nation, mits mission of culture, civilisa- 
tion. justice and right-doing throughout 
the world. What the immediate issue 
of the war will be is not fora moment 
in doubt.  Tts ultimate results will not 
be so easy to foretell. But [ beheve 
that when the bitterness of the conflict 1s 
past, the Boers. and cortaiply their ehal- 
dren, will acknowledge that it was oa 
great thing for them to escape from 
the tyranny of Boer rule. and 
to come under the tolerance and the 
liberality of the British Government, 
It certuin that tbrough this) war - 
the Empire has-been brought together 
ina way that was never accomplished 
before. | believe it-was Bismarck who 
predicted that South Africa would be 
the tomb of England. It is more likely 
to be thecradle of the Empire: for hour 
by hour, day by day, events are falsify- 
es | ing this prediction. It will not be difti- 
cult for all our leading men to cast into 
one mould the whole resources of this 
great Empire. I can feel it now, I can 
feel it coming from the end of the Em- 
p re with a unanimous voice. While the 
earth is yet fresh on the mounds where rest our heroes who have fallen for the 
()ucen and the Empire. we can hear the words that will last as long as the world 
will last the Empire is one; one Empire, one destiny —(Great cheering), 
Mr, Isaacs’s speech was frequently inierrupted by enthusiastic applause 
and whien he resumed his seat he was the recipient of an ovation that lasted 
some minutes.

Mr. Haffkine’s Anti-Plague Inoculation. 


— 


The Indian Plague Commission, after visiting India. are now completing 
their report. Recovnising the practival-importance of the subject of anti-plague 
inoculation, they have consented to the separate publication of chapter LV.,, 
which e\presses their views on that subject, in anticipation of the publication 
of their complete report. This has, therefore. been issued by the India Office. 
The concluding paragraph of the chapter is as follows — We cannot bring to 
a conclusion this consideration of anti-plague inoculation by Mr. Hattkine’s 
prophylactic tluid without expressing our sense of the importance of the method 
which Mr. Haffkine has devised and of the results which have been achieved 
bv it. The credit due to Mr. Hatikine is the greater because the dithculties 
with which he had to contend in this matter could only have been overcome by 
great zeal and endurance.* Mr, Haffkine's work on anti-plague inoculation, 
while not based on any new scientific principle, constitutes, it seems to us, a 
yreat practical achievement in the region of preventive medicine.

Jewish Study ~The Jewish Study Society, which was fovaded last 
Society. Sunday, is a practical ‘outcome of the experiences that 

were interchanged on that occasion. ‘ae branch of 

the Council devotes itself t» the stady of Jewish history and lit-ratuare. 
While the remaining departments aim at improving and benefiting others, 
this is an organisation of the members for their own improvement. The idea 
Of associating Jewish women together in this way appeared so admirable to 
the intlnential gathering to whom it was expounded that it at once 1vok root 
here. |he Jewish Study Society which resulted reproduces the main features 
of what is known in America as the ‘religious section’ of the Council 
of Jewish Women, except that it is not to be entirely confined to 
women. It will welcome men as ordinary members, though not as members 
of the committee. The Society makes a practical commencement of its labours 
with a study of the Book of Job, one of the most fascinatingly interesting 
hooks in the entire range of the Scriptural writings. With such help as is 
fntnished by Mr. Montefiore’s lecture, and the syllabus which he has drawn 
Up in conjunction with Mr. Israel Abrahams, the varions local circles that 
are to be founded will be satisfactorily started. Still, it would be well, we 
think, if each circle could obtain the services of an «xpert to guide its reading 
and resolve its difficulties. | We trust that a strong effort \ill be made to 
secure such assistance. In some quarters the opinion has been expressed 
that, it a book of the Bible is to be taken up, it ought to be 
studied in the original. Certainly this is desirable, but in the absence of a 
sutlicient number who feel equal to this task the. study of the Moglish trans- 
‘ation is better than no study at all. We have little doubt, however, but 
that some at least of the circles will desire to engage upon the study of 
Hebrew. and for this the services of experts will certainly be needed, Besides 
the Bible, the Prayer Book, and the study of Hebrew generally, there is the 
whole field of Jewish history to be explored, while Jewish literature outside 
of the Bible is a terra incognita to the majority. There is thus no limit to 
the number of subjects that the Society will have to choose from. \e are 
glad to note that the Society is not to be confined to the metropolis.

In various works for the 
improvement of others they have come remarkably to the fore. lhey are 
now taking a step in advance and not backward in recognising that the time 
has come for them to improve themselves. The future of Jadaism must 
in the long run depend upon the religions culture of Jewish women. lo 
them is entrusted the sacred mission of becoming the religious trainers of 
future generations of Jews and Jewesses. And the leading feature of such 
culture is the stady of Jewish literature and history. Judaism is essentially 
a literary and historical religion. [tis a faith with a literature of unrivalled 
beanty and a glorious past extending back to the remotest’antiquity. A know- 
ledge of this literature and history has a direct bearing upon the duties of Jews 
in the present day, and is likely to prove the most )owerf:! stimulant to the 
performance of such duties. [t was well said by (iraetz, when he visited logland 
twelve years ago to help forward a revival of Jewish learning in this country, 
that ‘Judaism in its nature and develo; ment is a science, an object of 
research. [It is fortunate for the community that this intellectual 
association of Jewish women is being started at a time when 
the Jewish Historical Society is extending the sphere of its 
operations, for there is a likelihood, as Miss Montagna points ont, 
of the two bodies co-operating with one another in the future... The Jewish 
Study Society expects to be able to help the older organisation in the founda 
tion of a Jewish ltbrary and the preparation of a Jewish bibliography and 
Jewish text-books. © From such a combination of efforts the most valuable 
results must ensue. .\ltoget her, we regard the formation of the Jewish Stady 


Society as the most promising new depariure that the’ community has 


witnessed for a long time.

representatives from the |‘ederation and one repre- 
sentative each from the Western and Maiden Lane Synagogues. This 
course was taken, we have reason to know, as the result of a Conference 
between representatives of the United Synagogue and the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation ; convened through the good offices of Mr. 


Manuel Castello and Mr. Henry Lucas at the suggestion of the 


Chief Rabbi. The “compromise” will, it is anticipated, also secure the 
continuance of Sir Samuel Montagu in the position of Cnairman of the 
Shecheta Board, a position in which he has undoubtedly rendered great and 
useful service, particularly to his fellow-orthodox members of the community. 
The pity is that all this was not done sooner, and the Council spared from 
being placed in an untenable position from which it has had to retreat with 
all the dignity it could mast+r, but not with all the honours of war. 
In such circumstances the Council may be reminded of the wise counsel 


of the lata Jacob Waley, one of its earliest Vice-Presidents: ‘Always

The it has found time to revive from last Session the 
Money-Lenders’ Money Lending Bill. The measure, in its 
Bill. resurrection, is not markedly different from the }ro- 


posals that went throngh the House of Lords last 
year. Its main provision is still the permission given to a Court 
of Law to overhaul contracts between borrower and iender, even in 
cases where no fraud is alleged: and it still renders the registration 
of money-lenders compulsory under pains of heavy punishment. With 


the second provision nobody quarrels. Anything that lays bare the 
identity of the nomadic and predatory usurer is doubly welcome. 
The hapless borrower may. as well know into whose hands 


he is falling, and what the record of his ‘deliverer” is. Bat the first pro- 
vision does not, as usual, meet with entire ajproval. It can be plausibly 
maintained that, in the alsence of fraud. even a money-lenders contract is a 
fair bargain, that the new bill would therefore deal a ready b'ow at the sanctity 
of contract, that it would be an unwarrantable invasion of commercial 
security, that it would interfere with the legitimate ojerations of |nsiness, 
and that by forcing the lender to raise his rate of interest in order to cover 
the risk of jndicial revision, it would end by aggravating the very evil it 
seeks to remedy. here seems to be a great deal to be said 
for these objections, though the idea of considering a bargain 
between a lender and a =man_ financial extremes an 
ordinary business transaction is somewhat untenable. But it is not 
for Jews to offer any peddling criticisms. So long asa certain proportion of 
humanity refuse to believe that money-lending is no more an essential part of 
Jews than their silk bats or their traditional surnames. so long we are debarred 
from what we may call an analytical reception of money-lending bills. It is 
the task of Jews, as it ison the highest grounds their most fervent desire, to 
re; udiate all association with the usurer, and to eradicate this taint from 
their midst wherever and whenever they meet it. Anything that can help us 
to destroy this moral defect planted in a few Jews by earlier Christians, and 
now stormed at as a Jewish defect by their descendants, will le eagerly wel- 
comed by us. Whatever may be said of their discretion. the (:overnment 
show no lack of firmness in combating the vice: it is for the Jewish com- 
munity to show at least an ¢jnal moral courage in the vindication of its own 
The money-lending «uestion receives a good deal of 
actuality this week {from the death of one of the 
best-hated usurers in the country—Isaac (iordon.

A Visit to the West Indies.

KINGSTON, JAMAICA, JANUARY Isr. 


After leaving Southampton on the way to Jamaica one calls first at 
Barbaios. Here are a few Jewish families, a burial ground and a beautiful 
eynavogue, Which is seldom used. However, on application to Mr. Daniels, one 
cag be shown the beautiful edifice, or even have service. | 

Hayti has no synagogue, A few Jews reside here, but the population and 
(Government are coloured. 

Jamaica is the chief Jewish Colony- Here Judaism is recognised, although 
+ js nothing so strong and respected as it was. One notices about six or seven 
drm closed on the holy Sabbath, whereas in the olden times one noticed one or 
two jrms that opened on the holy day. One notices the large amount of Jewish 
yarne-, aye. even more than Gentiles, in the |usiness part of the town. Jews 
are much beloved here, although they were still more so in the olden time. 
They were richer and better and stricter Jews. One notices names of Pass. 
Henr ques, Magnus, Lopez and other names well known to London Jewry. 

i) suyston has three synagogues, several disused burial grounds, three open 
burial grounds, almshouses (quarter full), and other institutions. Some eighteen 
rears since the great fire which raged in Kingston burnt down the beautiful 
~.nacogue in Princess Street. However, another wag built in Duke Street. com. 
modious and pretty, in the Moresque style. The grand-looking doors are always 
wid. open, front and side, during service. Plants and ferns are placed about the 
eynavosue to give it a cool appearance. The Rev. Solomon Jacobs is minister 
and Chazan, ‘The congregation act as their own choir and sing very creditably.

Mr. Lucas said that, in moving the adoption of the resolution, he was anxious 
to confine himself strictly within the limits of the scope of the resolution, and 
bo avoid as far as he possibly could all reference to the circumstances and the 
disputes which had arisen regarding the Board of Shecheta. No possible 
advantage could result from a discussion on those topics, On the contrary, it 
might defeat the very object of the resolution—the peace of the community, 
Butit was due to the Council, aud it was absolutely necessary. that he should 
vive some information as to the nature of the differences as to which there 
existed some misapprehension. The Board of Shecheta was founded many 
years ago by the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, and three German Syna 
govues, now constituentsof the United Synayogue. When the United Synagoyzue 
was created, 1 took overinvintie of its Act of Parliament the property and alii 
ties of its constituents, including the interests of the three German Synagogues in 
the Board of Shecheta. “The Board consisted from the beginning of twenty 
members: five representing the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, and fifteen 
the three German Synagogues, In Javuary and March last vear, resolutions 
were passed by the Board of Shecheta agreeing to admit to representation three 
Synagogues not previously represented, uamely, the Federation of Synagogues. 
the Western Synagogue, and the Maiden Lane Synagogue. The Honorary 
Othcers of the United Svnagogue contended that the attempted admission was 
vdtva vores, and thet the Board was nothing more than a Jomt Committee of the 
two parent bodies, in fact, a body somewhat similar to the Conjoint Flour Com- 
mittee, and having no power to admit representatives from outside bodies with- 
out the consent of the parent bodies. The President of the late Board, and 
some Of its members, maintained that the Board was an independent body, and 


had the power which itt songht to exercise. The thie came round 
for the election of a new Board. The United Synagogue repre. 
sentatives were elected at the last’ meeting of the Conncil and 


the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue had likewise elected its representatives. 

The Federation of Synagogues had elected certain gentlemen to represent then, 

and he was not sure whether the Western Synagogue and the Maiden Lane 
Synagogue had also done so, but he had n> doubt that they would do so. The 
gentlemen who had been elected by the three last-named synagogue bodies 
would undoubtedly, when the Board again met, claim to be members of the 
Board under the resolutions passed last year, and it was equally certain that 

unless some settlement was arrived at that claim would be resisted, disputes 

would arise and deplorable consequences might ensue. It was necessary that 

he should state that the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue were 

not, and had not for some time been, averse to the representation of the three 
synagogal bodies at the Board of Shecheta.

Mr. Li \\ said that if his resolution were carried a means would be provided 
for friendly communication and harmonious working with a kindred institu- 
tion. The aims of the United Synagogue and the Federation were almost 
identical, and it would be surprising if they did not meet in the same field of 
common work, and still more surprising if, without some previous understanding, 
they did not come into collision, It would be a communal misfortune if 
some means were not devised to prevent in the future a srecurrence 
of the lamentable misunderstandings and disputes between the two 
institutions. The importance of uniform action on matters of common interest 
between the two institutions was emohasised whea it was considered that the 
number of male seatholders in the United Synagogue was 4.200, and in the 
Federation 3,800, The adoption of the resolution which he submitted to the 
Council would have, he hoped, the effect of preventing friction within the com- 
munity and scandal without; it would be of present practical value, and was 
pregnant with possibilities for future good in its efforts to promote a united 
cammunity. | 


Mr. Henry Lrycas opposed the resolution. He said that the Federation 


of Synagogues had expressed no desire to co-operate with the United Syna- 


govue. It would always be open to them to suggest the appointment of 
delegates, but that the United Synagogue should appoint delegates with a

Mr. Fevix A. Davis said that during late years he had been brought into 
personal contact with Mr. Hyman A. Abrahams as bis colleague, and therefore 
he had been able to form an estimate of the great value of Mr. Abrahams’ ser- 
vices to the Council, 


Mr. Henry Lucas added his expression of sincere regret that the long 
connection of Mr, Hyman A, Abrahams with the United Synagogue as its 
‘Treasurer was about to be severed. He hoped the institution would long 
have the benefit of his services as a member of the Council. 


The resolution having been carried, 


Mr. Hyman A. AbRAHAMS thanked the Hon. Officers for their apprecia- 
tive remarks, and said that it was only with great reluctance that he 
abandoned the work which was so congenial to him in connection with the United 
Synagogue.

IN THE Sara’ | ay ar, Heal Mistress of the 
Adrianople Girls’ School, ina report written ino Boaglish, describes the progress 
which is made tbroughout the school, and especially in.the domestic class. and 
the good imtluence exercised on the Jewish children by the presence among them 
as fellow-pupils of four Greek young ladies who had completed their education 
in their national school. -Resident English visitors to the Bagdad ¢:irls School 
have expressed their admiration of the manner in which in so short a time the 
moral condition.of Bagdad Jewesses has been improved. One of the first and 
most sensible benefits attorded by the school has been to induce Bagdad 
Jewesses to take to needlework and dressmaking, so that they are more neatly 
atiired than was formerly the case —The Committee of the school at Dardanelles 
solicited a grant towards the reduction of an old debt. —Tbe Boys’ School 
at Haifa (Palestine) continues to enjoy the reputation of being the best 
educational establishment in the town. Jostruction is given to children without 
distinction of creed or nationality. Mrs. Moses Coreos, Head Mistress of the 
Movador Girls’ School. has sent particulars of an entertainment vive at her 
school (already reported in the Jewisit’ CHRONICLE) together with Consular 
testimony to the efficiency of the institution. —The Salonica Schools’ Committee 
besides asking for the renewal of the vrant of {1.5, which is applied to the 
Boys School, asked for a special grant to two Popular Schools” for boys and 
girls, which have lost an income of 30,000 francs through the death of the 
Baroness de Hirsch. Towards covering this loss, the Alliance Israclite has 
promised 10,000 francs, and Baron Alphonse de Rothschild 5.000 francs. The 
toaal number of children in the Boys’. Girls. Infants and Popular Schools 
1800, Mr. Peter Donaldson, the teacher ot the two English asses at the 
}oys School, reported very highly of the assiduity and conduct of his pupils. 
The Executive Committee, while recommending the renewal of the ordinary 
yrant, regretted that the funds of the Asseciation do not permit of a special 
yrant to the “ Popular Schools,’ which would materially lighten their financial 
position.—Tbe Tangier Boys’ School in applying for the renewal of the grant

The Rev. Dr. GASTER asked whether the Council Imagined its duty was 
fulfilled by granting a sum towards the expenses of the publication of a few 
pamphlets which nobody read, and for which noboly cared, and which, in his 
opinion, represented little more than a waste of money, energy, and influence. 
Those who knew anything at all of the “ blood accusation ” wou'd not be deluded 
into the belief that people who circulated the charge would listen to any state- 
ments to the contrary, or that all the Bulls of the Popes would have the slightest 
elect in shaking the baneful intluence of the accusation. Notwithstanding all 
the literature on the subject that had been put into circulation the blood accusa- 
tion was springing up in places where it bad never before existed, and therefore 
he did not see why the Council should aband on the idea of taking some practical 
steps towards checking the recurrence of such accusations. Hithertoit had been 
content to let everything be done by others. Was the Anglo-Jewish Association 
going to sit with folded hands because a certain section of the community depre 
cated action on its part’ The recurrence of the blood accusation was of 
concern to the Jews universally, and» more was expected of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association than’ a contribution towards the e\penses 
incurred in the publication of a few books and pamphlets. No doubt it was 
very laudatory and beautiful to support a few schools in the East, but he 
regretted the downfall of the Anglo-Jewish Association if it now existed for no 
grander purpose than to vote small grants in aid of Eastern schools. He was 
Sorry to say that he was right when he had said that the prospects of the Jews 
all over the world were becoming worse. Wid they wonder that Zionism had 
sprung up’ Did they wonder that the people, seeing that all other factors 
failed, had created a new factor’ People had looked to the Anglo-Jewish 
Association to be their. moral advocate before the world. To give £100 
towards the publication of anti-anti-Nemitic literature was not all that was 
expected, 

The CuUAIRMWAN sail that as Dr. Gaster was prevented from 
attending the previous meeting when the subject was fully discussed, he 
had allowed him to go somewhat beyond the limits of the matter at present

accusation: besides which, the facts dis-cminated in the pamphlets would 
supply powerful arguments with which to contravert the charge.

The attention of the meeting was next engaged by the consideration of a 
confidential report by Miss O'vad’ Avigdor on the Evelina School at Jerusalem, 
and confidential recommendations thereon by the Ladies Committee.

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Jewish Study Society. 


SUCCESSFUL INAUGURAL MEETING, 


A largely-attended meeting of the newly-formed Jewish Study Society 
took place last Sunday eveniny. at 3, Chester Place, Hyde Park, the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert H. Jessel, when final steps were taken for the constitution 
of the Society, and the enrolment of members. Mr. Ai Bert H. Jes-e1 occupied 
the chair. and Mr. Chavupe Monreriore delivered an address on * The Struc- 
ture and Contents of the Book of Job.” 

The Society has for its object “to increase among the members of the 
Anglo-Jewish community the knowledge of the Jewish Religion, History, and 
Literature,” by the formation of study circles in different neighbourhoods, 
The circles will start with the study of the Book of Job, upon the lines of a 
syllabus which has been carefully drawn up for the Society by Mr. Claude 
Montefiore and Mr. [Isracl Abrahams, and copies of which were distributed 
among the members. 


The proceedings opened with an address from the Chair. In submitting to 
the meeting a draft of the constitution, and the various amendments received 
from the members among whom it bad been circulated, the Ci \IkMAN stated 
that none of the amendments of which notice had been given were vital: they 
principally related to matters of form. But various views had been put forward 
as to subjects of study to which the Society should adiress itself. Many were 
in favour of commencing with the Bible, others preferred post-Biblical history. 
(ne lady was of opinion that the study of Hebrew as a languave should be the 
main object of the Society. Holding such a view, there was nothing in the con- 
stitution that would prevent her organising a circle for the study of Hebrew, 
and she might set about it at once. Yet others preferred the literary side of 
Jewish study, like that which was cultivated in America, and it had been sug- 
vested that a beginning should be made with such a subject as * The Jew in 
Fiction. One lady considered that they ought to make a study of the Jewish 
Prayer Book. . All such views, diverse as they were, were perfectly in accord 
with the constitution, and it would depend upon the study circle themselves 
what subjects were selected. It would be seen that gentlemen as well as ladies 
were to be admitted as members. He himself would have preferred to see 
gentlemen only admitted to their meetings as visitors, but that was not the view 
taken by the Society. However, it was so far a Women’s Socicty that it was to 
be entirely managed by women. and no man’s name was to be found on the list 
of the Committee that they would be asked to elect The American Society, 
from which theirs had been copied. had a philanthropic side, but the lnaglish 
Society would be confined to the hterary side—at least at the outset. If 


anything of a philanthropic*nature were to be attempted it would have to be left. 


to the future. He would now call upon Miss Montagu to explain the objects of 
the Society, 


Miss Montagu’'s Speech. 


Miss Tait.) said that her sister, Ernest Franklin, had 
delegated a ditticult task to her. Before attempting to set forth the aims and 
obrects of the Society, she must endeavour to remove the misunderstanding 
which the draft constitution had produced in many minds. It had been criticised 
as being too dogmatic. Yet. she could assure them that there was nothing 
dogmatic about the organisers of the Jewish Study S ocicty, they were a perfectly 
meek set of workers. They might be likened to Bottom the weaver. who, 
when he offered to play the lon’s part, promised to roar “as gently as any 
sucking dove.’ They really had no wish to imitate the roaring of lions. They 
felt that there was a vague desire abroad in the community to know more than 
they did at present about the Bible and Jewish history and the Jewish religion. 
and they thought that they might assist in rendering this desire etfective. 
Their object was a suthciently humble one; it was self-education. Their idea 
was only altruistic in so far as they mizht be instrumental in supplying the 
machinery by which the wisdom of experts could be conveyed to those who 
were in need of instruction. They were greatly encouraged by the lecture on 
Job which Mr. Montefiore had delivered to some of their number last November, 
before they had formed themselves into a society. From all sides they were 
besct with requests for more instruction. 
they would be enrolled int»asociety of learners, who were determined to do 
systematically the work which men like Mr. Montefiore could stimulate and 
guide, but could not do for them. If thoss present agreed to become members 
they would be furnished at the close of the meeting with a s\llabus for study. 
or the present they had only drawn up one syllabus—that on Job—because 
the year was already far advanced, and there would not be time for them to 
take up more than one subject, nor had they yet a sufficiency of members to 
render the compilation of alternative syllabuses necessary. They were very 
thankful to Mr. Montetiore and Mr. Abrahams for giving them the syllabus on 
Job. She might mention incidentally that the syllabus suggested «a course of 
study, and gave a s»mewhat exhaustive list of the most helpful books on the 
subject. learners were asked to follow this course, reading as much or as little 
as they pleased for. The Committee did not propose to organise examinations. 
They would read at. the end cf the syllabus that members were asked to suggest 
subjects of study to the Committee. These subjects were not to be contined to 
theology. Already the following subjects had been suggested :—

They hoped to have one more lecture on Job during the comme suinmer. 
and in the autumn they hoped to be in a position to offer several syllabuses 
and to arrange for various kinds of lectures to suit the views of the majority ot 
their members. As indicated in. the forms of membership they were asked to 
sign, there were, three methods of study by which they could join the society, 
They could study privately, they could join circles in any district in which they 
resided, or they could form their friends into a circle of their own. Mrs. 
4d, Waley Cohen, Miss d\Avicdor and Miss Adler had already undertaken to 
form circles—the latter among the certificated teachers in the East Eud of 
London. The Rey. 8‘ Singer had for some time past held an advanced class at 
the West End Synayogue on similar lines. They would shortly be provided 
with a pamphlet setting forth the method of holding and forming circles, In 
time, the Committee would endeavour to place recovnised leaders in each 
district, to whom tbe members might apply for guidance. ‘hen, later on. they 
trusted that the Jewish Study Society might act in concert with the 
Jewish Historical Society to found a library, compile a bibliography, re-edited

Montetiore’s Lecture on Job.

Mr. erieke then proceded to deliver his lecture on‘! The Structur 
and Contents of the Book of Job,” prefacing it with ihe remark that he ha 
already lectured on the same subject to the members of the Society when the: 
were as yet unformed, and he had likewise spoken upon it at Birmingham 
When he was asked to repeat hix observations he did not anticipate that lh: 
would have to address so large and learned an audicnee as he saw before him. 
The great problem which the Book of: Job set before them was: Is any human 
suffering undeserved, and if it be, what is its object. and how is it reconcilabl: 
with divine Justice’ The ancient Hebrews, it must be remembered, thought 
that all suffering was the necessary result of sin. Such a view seemed chilis! 
to us moderns. No one. for instance, nowadays would explain a disaster hke the 
destruction of the old Tay Bridge, as brought upon the passengers as 


punishinent for their sins. Yet the ancient Hebrew \iew that calamits 
always and necessarily implies. sin) represented an advance upon older 
and other beliefs. It was superior to polytheism. It assigned all 


events to the agency of a single Divine Ruler whom it recarded as acting 
morally, according to law. and not according to caprice. It replaced the lowe: 
and older theory of the sudden, unaccountable, and motiveless anger of th. 

Iyivine Beings who had formerly been supposed to rule the world. With thi 

view of the ancient Hebrews that sulferiny or calamity implied sin there wa 

conjoined the theory that the family was a sort of moral unit, and any membei 

of it might be called upon to sutfer for the misdeeds of any of its other 
members. Therefore though an individual might not have sinned himself i! 
was conceivable that he would be required to expiate the sins of his kindred. 
But gradually this theory of solidarity began to wane. People protcste:! 
againstits justice. Because the fathers had eaten sour grapes. that was no reason 
why thechildren’s teeth should be seton edge. The individual commenced to assert 
his own individuality, and hence he was thrown back upon his own sins in trying 
to account for any misfortunes that befel him. The ancient Hebrew continue:! 
to cling to hisretribution theory. although it became ever more difficult to sustain, 
It seemed rooted in the very nature of God, there could be no divine justice 
without it. ‘This was the problem to which the writer of Job addressed hii: 
-elf, and the ever memorable contribution which he makes to itis the great 
atlirmation which he lays down and establishes, that a man may be, and often 1s, 
very miserable, without sin having anything to do withit. Noone dare condem: 

another because he is stricken with calamity. (:oodness ts not necessarily allie! 
with prosperity, If it were, it would be little better than material policy. But 
volng hand in hand, as it often does, with calamity. it proves its nature and it: 


worth, So much for the general problem of the book. It was to be 
noted that the prologue and = speeches did not perfectly coher 


together. The character of the hero underwent achanye. Inthe prologue he wa- 
perfectly resigned, but in the body of the work he grew indignant and 
uipetuous. Several explanations had been offered of this changed attituce. 
one being that the progress of Job's disease manifested itself in this way. The’ 
lecturer then procveded to describe the principal specches of Job. In his first 

reply to Eliphaz he conceives God as actually keeping him alive in order that he 
may torment him. He begs to pass away and be atrest. He has not even the 
courage to face God, for he feels that defence is useless. [In any controversy 
the Omnipotent would triumph because He would be Job's accuser as well a: 
Jobs judge. For all that Job is gradually feeling his way in his variou: 
speeches to the God of truth and goodness who is. as it were, the as yet 


hidden reality behind the God of appearances. In spite of ali 
he would reason with God, and make his appeal to Him. He 
turns to God, whom in tis heart of hearts and = with = gradually 


increasing faith, he feels to be mysteriously just. But itis not always possible 
for him to maintain his faith at this high level, and at times he breaks out into 
wailing anew. In the sjeeches of the second cycle he expresses the hope tha’ 
at least after his death his innocence will be proclaimed, but subsequently bi 
feels assured that this vindication will occur even before his death. He does 
not utter a word about the restoration of his health and prosperity: it is only 
his innocence which he wishes to see established. But such a triumphant asser-. 
tion of innocence as he gives vent to might, perhaps, be regarded by th: 


moralist as* indicating the seeds of pride and _ self-righteousness 
Job's final soliloquy contains the Oath of Clearing, in which the 
hero gives a list of offences of which, if he had been guilty, he 


would deserve the direst punishment. In the Divine reply to Job and hi- 
friends, the sufferer is convicted of ignorance and weakness, He can neither 
understand the mysteries of nature nor create any of its phenomena, and. there 
fore, he cannot pretend to understand God’s rule over man or the principle: 
upon which it is based. Hence absolute resignation and unquestioned faith are 
the only proper mental attitudes towards the problems of the Divine rule, But 
that rule must be supposed to be both wise and good, and, therefore, the suffer 
ings of the righteous and the prosperity of the wicked are alike just, and this i> 
the last and truest explanation of the sufferingsof Job and of all the other dark 
and terrible mysteries in the world of man.—(lLoud Applause). 

The lecture was followed by a lirief discussion, in which Mrs, NAriuANi&! 
CoHEN, Sir Macunxcs, the Rev. M. Apier, the Rev. G. 
and the CilAIRMAN took part. The proceedings terminated with a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Montefiore, proposed by the Crier Raupi sand a vote of thanks to Mr 
Jessel, proposed by Mr. N.S. Joseril, In the course of the evening eighty

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PALESTINE. 


|, pte of the interest taken in Palestine. aud the many discussions on the 
_jbiect during recent years, the majority of persons appear to be very imper- 
fectiy informed as to its real economic situation, and as to the real condition of 
the dews at present engaged in farming pursuits there. It therefore appears a 
duty to us who have been in Palestine, and have given special attention to the 
Jewish colonies and kindred matters there, to explain brietly why, in our opinion, 
‘he country is not suitable to settlement. Our desire is particularly to prevent 
the Jewish populations of Eastern Europe from investing their money and 
euersy in undertakings which, from our knowledge of the country, 
appear. to us to be doomed to failure’ We may all look with 
reverence and affection to the cradle of our race, and some of us may even 
wish for the return of ancient days, but when proposals are on foot which may 
affect the lives and fortunes of our poorer coreligionists we must not allow these 
feelinus to carry us away, but must try from our own experience to point out 
the various objections to settlement in Palestine. | 


\ 


Agriculture. 


A- there are no industries in Palestine and very little commerce except that 
connected with tourists, the chief source of subsistence of the people must be 
agricu!ture, but land is expensive, scarce and not of high quality, and the rain- 
fall, as everywhere in the East, makes crops uncertain. There are great 
jiticulties with the water supply, the expense of digging a weil being 
often very considerable, and the cost of ;putting up houses and other 
buildinys 18 1n most parts very hich. The complete lack of fuel in the country 
isalso a source of much expense and inconvenience. ‘The absence of markets 
aud proper means of communication is even more serious. There are no safe 
harbours, no bridges, and execrable roads which after rain are almost impassable. 
There is a fair local market in Jaffa, but land in the neiglibourhvod is not to be 
had except at prohibitive prices. There are few merchants of any enterprise. 
iad the export trade 18 inconsiderable. The only exception to this is the trade 
in oranges, Which 1s in the hands of English buyers, whose enterprise has made 
it possille for this expensive crop to be largely grown. All these causes make 
it possible for a Jew to compete with the natives in agriculture. for the Jews 
while inferior to them in agricultural skill, have yet 9 higher standard of living, 
which makes competition impossible, | | 

People who have not a personal acijuaintance with the Jewish «olonies in 
Palestine, but who rely on the statements of impartial travellers lke Colonel 
Conder and Str Charles Wilson, will naturally wooder how the Ji wish colonies 
have achieved success under such adverse conditions. ‘The answer is that the 
success 18 Only on the surface. The condition of the Jewish colonies is réally 
critical, and Colonel Conder and Sir Charles Wilson were imisled, as anyone 
who dil not know the facts would naturally be, by the tlourishing exterior of 
the colonies and by the improvement which the plantations and other large 
works have etfected in the appearance of the country. It istrue that the Jewish 
colonies offer a pleasing contrast to the surrounding wilderness, but this re-ult 
has been achieved for the most part not by the Jewish settlers them-clves. but 
by Arab labour guided by intelligent men and supported by unlimited capital 


prepared for large outlays, for which there was no prospect of thcir ever getting — 


any return. We must, therefore, reluctantly admit that it is not correct to cite 
the Jewish colonies as an instance of successtul farming by Jews in Palestine, 
any more'than it would be true to say because a certain tree «an be seen in the 
vardens, that the species can be aculuuatised in Eeygland. 

ft is well-known in Palestine and among the settlers that their situation 1s 
titical, The great majority of them, we are speaking of Judica, de pend for 
their existence upon the sale of yrapes from their vineyards to the \dministra- 
non, who have been in the habit of buyang the grapes at a fictitious price, fixed 
without reference to the cost of production of the wine, or the demand for it. 
So far. in spite of the excellence of the wine, this demand has 
been but small and unsatisfactory. The Administration is, therefore, 
now face to face with the alternative of either continuing the manu- 
facture of the wine at a loss. or of viving up the industry altogether. That is 
to sa\ many thousands of pounds. having been spent in importing and planting 
Vines, many thousands more are to be spent in converting the.vinevards into 
something else. It is hard to see what other crops can be introduced. One 
colony, Castinia, it is true, is devoted to wheat production. but it is particularly 
tavoured owing to its position in the centre of a number of wine-produciny 
colonies who do not even grow enough wheat for their own use. If it were not 
for this circumstance, it 1s doubtful whether wheat could be made to pay at 
(astinia, as, for the reasons given above, Jews canhot compete with the natives 
in Wheat production, 

These few rather technical remarks on the Jewish colonies have appeared 
‘0 US necessary in order to dispose of the arsument that they are successful, 
‘ud that, therefore, other Jews might be equally successful.. The present 
colonists are not successful, if success means the support and bringing up of a 
famil\ independently. for they are dependent on the Administration, not only 
for medical attendaaece and the education of their children, but also to some 
extent for the means of subsistence. There are. it is true, a few colonies which 
have io Administration and which are more or less independent, but most of 
them are subject to periodically recurring crises, when outside assistance has to 
be invoked. 

| Climate. 

The climate of Palestine is not without serious drawbacks, ‘The heat is 
excessive but endurable: but near the coast, and wherever there are marshes, 
malaria! fever is serious and has caused vreat mortality. The German 
colony near Jaffa suffers from it: the colony of Hedera has been depopulated 
by fever, and the few survivors and the Administrator are in the habit of 
remov.og elsewhere during the summer. ‘There was a very large mortality from 
fever in 1893 in the large colony of Sichron-Jacob in Samaria. Something has 
wen done by the planting of eucalyptus trees, aud large sums had to be spent 
or this purpose. 
Ciovernment. 

It is not necessary to say much on this head, as (he defects of. the Turkish 

sten-are pretty well known. Nothing can } dove in Palestine without 
bribes, Permission to build a house is most ex pensiveand difficult to obtain, and 
th bribery has to be renewed at frequent intervals during the building. The 
Jewish sleds have heen reduced to every conceivable shift to get their houses 
built, Justice is openly sold to the highest bidder. Taxes are arbitrarily 
‘ollected and all officials connected with their collection have to be heavily 
bribed. A title for land cannot be held by a Jew unless a Turkish subject, and 
‘urther restrictive measures are in course of being enacted im conseywence of the 
‘usicty felt at the Porte owing to the Zionis! moverrent. To this cause tt is 
‘lso due that Jews are now stringently prohibited from settling in Palestine. 

_ Summarising the above observations we give it as our opinion with all sense 
of the seriousness of the conclusion. that Palestine is not a country to which 

Ws should emigrate, They can find no means of subsistence there, no oppor: 
tunity of bringing up a family nor of placing thei children in life. Agriculture 
8 the only activity open to them, and past experience has shown that there is 
40 likelihood of their making a living in that; while the economic stagnation, 
® corrupt Government, and the general low level of morality and intelligence 


among the natives in Palestine are most unfavourable to a healthy and 
progressive life. 

_. We have spoken of Palestine as it is, and have not considered the possi- 
bility of a donblete change in all the conditions, climate, soil and Government. 
We see no signs of such a change, and do not believe it to be possible, and we 
would therefore urge on all persons or bodies who. have any influence among 
the class of Jews whose minds are turned towards Palestine, to use their best 
endeavours to prevent them from investing money, which must be thrown 
away, in undertakings such as the Jewish Colonial Trust, and to make them 
understand the misery which will bein store for them if they emigrate to 
Palestine.

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


FROM OF R CORRESPONDENE, 
VIENNA, EPH MARCH. 

Last week, Conferences were held here by the Directors and Governors of 
the Jewish Colonial Trust. Judging by the duration of the Conferences, which 
extended over a week, and the many sittings. a vast quantity of work must have 
been got through, | was informed by the Russian members that they are fully 
satistied with the outcome of the deliberations, for all the important proposals 
submitted by them were accepted. The decisions of the Conference were 
arrived at with-absolute unanimity. The ofticial communique will be published 
shortly. | 

The Vienna. Zionist Organisations have shown considerable activity 
during the winter. This was notably the case with the Kadimah, which held an 
important gathering to commemorate the fifteenth anniversary of the death Def 
the Hebrew pvet and author, Perey Smolensky. ‘The Organisations will also 
celebrate: Purim by festive gatherings, at which opportunity will be taken to 
promote the movement. | 

The various colomsation projects which have been revived recently are 
meeting with considerable opposition inthe Zionist ranks. particularly the plan 
for internal coloniesin Galicia. ‘This project is not meeting with much approval, 
but should it actually come to-anythiog it will be energetically combated by the 
Zionists. Less antipathy. though not much favour, is shown to the plan for the 
colonisation of Cyprus, Dr. Herzl bolds the opimon that the Actions Com- 
inittee in Vienna, as the body which executes the decisions of the Basle Congress. 
Is not in a position to countenance any other colonisation than that of Palestine, 
Should the great colonisation societies carry through the Cyprus project, and 
guarantee the fullest material support for the undertaking, then the project can 
be laid before the next Congress, and discussions will ensue thereon, But as 
long as this material support 1s not forthcoming, neither the Actions Com- 
mittee nor any Zionist organisation can consider this movement. This opinicn 
was communicated to Mr. Davis Trietsch when he submitted his proposals to 
the Actions Committee. The Vienna Zionists, whilst fully appreciating the 
attitude of the Actions Committies. are to some extent fa\ ourably disposed to 
the Cyprus project. Men who are heart and soul adherents of the Actions 
Committee are prepared, if the plan should be-taken up by non-Zioni-ts, to 
co-operate with their advice and support, as far as may be possible without 
doing any injury to the Zionist propaganda. It is certain that the Cyprus 
project is more sympathetically regarded by the Vienna Zionists than all the 
other plans for the relief of distressed and persecuted Jews, which. are 
frequently discussed in the Jewish Press. W. 


The Jewish Colonial Trust. 


A crowded meeting in support of the Jewish Colonial Trust was. held on 
Sunday last at the Jewish Working Men's Club. Great Alice Street. The pro- 
ceedings. which were of the most enthusiastic character. were presided over by 
Sir Francis Monrertore. supported by Messrs. J. Cowen and GL. J. Greenberg. 
and representatives of all the London Zioni-tic Associations. 


In the course of an eloyuent address, Sir Francis Mon pointed 
out that the Trust was the means by which it was intended to raise the fund 
necessary to give practical effect to Zionism. All who supported the National 
Movement ought to subscribe to the Trust. It was absurd to say that. the 
Movement was absolutely no good because iany of the great financiers were 
opposed to it. He reminded the meeting that most of those financial houses werc 
only of mushroom origin,and that the Jewish people had existed before them and 
would continue to do so long after the very memory of their names had been 
etfaced from ot! the face of the earth. As regards the financial aspect of 
Zionism, Sir Francis Montetiore pointed out that, as its object was to develope 
the resources of an at present neglected country, it had a great chance 
of being remunerative, and in support of this contention he quoted a long 
extract from Colonel Conder's Work * Tent Work in Palestine,” showing that 
the country was productive and that misrule was the cause of its present 
unsatisfactory condition. He then dealt with the necessity of Dr. Herzl being 
able to approach the Sultan with suflicient funds, and showed that the Ottoman 
Government had everything to gain by granting a Charter to the Jewish nation 
to re-people Palestine. The speech was loudly cheered throughout. 

Mr. J. Cowen moved the following resolution :— | 

That the meeting pledges itself to do everything in its power tu make the Jewish 

Colonial Trust an immediately effective working instrument, and urges upon all 


friends who have not bec,me subscribers to take sbares, amd those friends who have 
taken shares to complete their purchase without delay. 


‘Lhe resolution was seconded by Mr, BE. M. Cots, supported by Messrs. 
L. J. GREENtERG and M. Sikayvek, and carried by acclamation. 

A heartv vote of thanks was accorded to Sir Francis Montetiore at the 
instance of Mr. S. Cuatrr, seconded by Mr. Isu-Nisttor, The meeting broke up 
with the now customary cheers for the Zionist movement and its leaders,

In Hebrew, the «uantity of the work is satisfactory. the quality, excellent 
The highest standards in both departments have reached a degree of efliciency rare in my 
eXperience of our elementary schools. Religion and S:ripture are intelligently taught, 
and the moral lessons, of which they are the vehicle, have been emphasised in a 
manner that promises the best etiects on the maturing characters of the pupils) The 
children have been trained both to think clearly and to express themselves with 
distinctness—both matters for special congratulation. The discipline leaves nothing to be 
desired. 
Scripture in Standard IIL. of the Boys’ and Religion in Standard If. and IIT. of the 
Girls’ School, though fair, should be brought up to the general average of the Institution. 
The general condition of the school isa testimony ti the assiduity and devotion of 
the chiefs and the other members of the teaching stat! The classrooms are fall to 
overtlowlng, and large numbers are always waiting for the opportunity of admission. 
This is not surprising to anyone who has any acquaintance with the district in 
which this School is situated. ‘The number of Jewish families of the poorer « asses re- 
siding in the vicivity, has probably doubled since the erection of the present building. ‘T'o 
meet the pressure in part the Committee have, I understand, !:een compelled to utilise the 
space formerly assigned to the Infants, for the accomnicdation of pupils above the Inf «nt 
stage However necessary a8 a compromise, this seems hardly a satisfactory solution of 
the difficulty. Another method of dealing with it naturally suggests itself. While the 
community 1s reluctant to add to the number of its denominational schools, the urstion 
of increasing the accommodation of an actuaily existing tchuol belongs to another category. 
and in the case of the Westminster Jews’ Free School .is one of very vital importance 
Considering how pressing and peculiar the need is, | cannot refrain from expressing the 
hope that step3 may be taken at the earliest convenient time to esable the Institution 
more adequately to meet the demands that are being made upon it.

The Provident Dispensary, Leman Street. 


The aunual meeting of the Dispensary, |{', Leman Street, took place last 
Saturday evening, Mr. Botstienp, Chairman of the 
Metropolitan Provident Dispensary. presided. 

— Mr. Bovustietp, in moving the adoption of the Report, spoke of the need 
of such Dispensaries to prevent the overcrowding of hospitals, to make those 
who were beyond the want of free advice, self-respecting and self-helping. He 
admitted there were those who were too poor to pay the Id. a week subscription. 


Yet there were great numbers who, being unable to pay doctors their regular | 


fees, were able to insure themselves in case of sickness and have advice at the 
Dispensary, or, when unable to attend, at their homes, and it was for these that 
the various Metropolitan Provident Dispensaries existed. The proof of their 
necessity, 1f needed. was in their success and continual growth. as also in the 
enquiries that were being made from all parts of the world, with a view to the 
increased benefits of the classes for whom these were intended. That the 
Leman Street Dispensary was a decided success was duc to the energetic zeal of 
its President, Mr. Mortimer Woolf, and the Committee. In these days 
especially, when everyone was proud to be an Maoglishmin, the utmost apprecia- 
tion should be shown by those born abroad, who received the hospitality of this 
country, of which a large number were members of this Dispensary, | 


Mr. Cuatpe Monrerioke, who seconded the report, pointed out that in 
the year under review the number of cards of membership bad doubled : that 
J,218 attendances had been recorded, and 4,77% had been visited by the doctors at 
their homes. 

Members were invited to make remarks. which were replied to by Mr. 
Moriimek Woo tt, who, in answer to a few complaints, pointed out that every 
case of grievance came under his notice and afterwards before a special Com- 
mittee, tor investigation, The causes in all but two were due to members not 
having adhered to the rules. In all, the grievances did not amount to one 
dozen, which, he thought, out of over ‘000 attendances, was a matter of 


congratulation. 


Mr. Haminios Hoare proposed a vote of thanks to the President of the 
Dispensary and the Committee. He said the President always knew what he 
wanted, and, as he went into everything very thoroughly, mis Committee agreed 
to that which he placed before them. In his own experience he had been asked 
to canvas for members from surrounding factories, and Mr. Woolf had on the 


following day arranged for someone to accompany him on his visits, which 
resulted in some success, 


Mr. Morriver Woort, in responding ‘for himself and the Committee, 


stated his desire to do all he could to make the Dispensary a great success, and 


would spare no trouble in doing so. He asked the members to co-operate in 
increaslog the numbers. which was necessary to the self-support of the institu- 
tion. He impressed on them the necessity of appreciation of that which the 
doctors did for them, not to take their advice solely asa right but witha feeling 
of gratitude for the reliet accorded them and their families. Some changes 
were in contemplation, and the Committee would without delay meet to con- 
sider them. Tbe desire was to have a more thorough sympathy existing 
between the doctors and menibers, and that all should aim to uphold the objects 


of the provident system. He proposed a vote of thanks to the doctors, the 
Dispensary and the Chairman.

Service a pressing notice was issued to all the Religion Classes held at Board 
Schools, urging the children to be present at the Great Synagogue on Saturca\ 
last. As theresult the building was well filled with a juvemle congregation 
which girls between ‘) and 1] years old larvely predominated. The “Specs! 
Service set before these children was, it must be confessed, of a dull and dri i} 
nature, beiny the ordinary full Mincha Prayers, unrelieved by any singing, 10 
choir being present. Considering these circumstances the behaviour of the 
children was good, although, naturally, there was a fair amount of talkiog and 
runuing about. The one bright feature came at the end ut the service 1 the 
address. The preacher, the Rev. Francis Cohen, was very happy in his remia:: 
and his quarter of an hour's chatty and simple talk did much to relieve ' 
weariness of the children. | 

The Committee of Ministers who are said to oryanise these services have 
been very remiss in their duties, It is evident the cuoildren can be got to tile 
synagogue, and it is their duty to see that once having crossed its threshold 
hey are attracted there again and agaia by an appropriate service. It must be 
at once recognised that for children, * Special” Services in the real sense of the 
word should be arranged, and that the regular adult congregation of the Great 
Synagogue must be asked to adjourn to their hall, or elsewhere, Having vot 
rid ot the men there should be no ditticulty in arranging a suitable service tor 
the children, [It must be short and bright, continuous, that is to say every word 
should be recited aloud, and there must be plenty of simple singing, A/so 
including the address, it must finish well within an bour. } 

For so large a number of children there must be a band of voluntars 
helpers, who will overlook and keep them in order, and, above all, is the need of 
real organisation. | 

The question of books cannot be settled until a suitable form of Service 
has been decided on, when means would no doubt be found for printing 4 
booklet for the purpose, It should be fully admitted that the bulk of 1 
congregation will be.young girls, and that must largely influence the question as 
to whether any part of the prayers are to be said in English. At the servi es 
held at the Board Schools on the High Festivals, and organised by the same 
Committee, the mixture of Hebrew and English was permitted and justified by 
the satisfactory result. | 

The want of a permanent Minister at the Great Synagogue is very mul!

Some Items of Literary News. 


The death of Elia Benamovzegh in Leyhorn has given Dr. A. Berliner occasion 
for an interesting article in the Jiidische Press: on this remarkable man. Bena- 
mozeyh, in one sense the very antithesis of 8. Luzzatto, the greatest Italian Jew 
of recent times in the field of Hebrew literature, closes along line of Jewish 
worthies in Leghorn, where a congregation was formed after 142 by the Spanish 
exiles, Towards the end of the 18th Century, Lessing found there a Jewish sage 
whom he pronounced ‘ more than Mendelssohn, and with a purer philosophy.”

It will gain nothing by yielding ; it 
will not even disarm religious and racial prejudice. We shall see in these 
pages that the anti-Semite hates the Jew not on account of his religion, but 
from habit, thoughtlessness, jealousy and evonomic competition, Israel's con- 
version to the majorities would harm these majorities in thus taking away their 
necessary stimulus and emulation. For pure Judaism is the religious 
standard, the spiritual model of the religious world to strive after, the 
visible goal held in view of civilised mankind. lor, say whatever they please, 
monotheism and the prophetic ethics are socially and economically the great 
goal of human strivings, ‘The Synagogue collapsing, the Church and the Mosque 
would lose their model, their beacon light, their pole of attraction. They 
would grope in the dark,’ Mr, Fluegel next deals, in some really valuable 
chapters, with Franz Delitzsch’s amiable efforts to effect the conversion of Jews 
to Christianity, Much of what the author says is admirable. Then we light 
‘upon the subject of anti-Semitism in Roumania, Germany, Russia aud France. 
After displaying this modern phenomenon, the author reverts to the Middle 
Ages, then again faces the anti-Semitic problems of to-day. A chapter on 
Russian Emigration to America follows; “Survey of anti-Semitism and its 
_ refutation,’ occupies another chapter; while Anatole Leroy-Beaulieu has the 
honour of being largely and approvingly cited. ‘The result of this entire 
discussion and this volume is: That anti-Semitism is futile and withouj any 
reasonable foundation.” This is not|a very valuable or startling conclusion 
but the volume by which it is reached contains much that is attractive, much 
hat is original, much thatisthought-provoking., It may be commended on these 
rounds despite its desultory style and quaint arrangement.

AN OBJECT-LESSON IN GRATITUDE. 


Mr. AXN\ Brown, of 20, Freer-street, Attleborough, Warwickshire, is the 


heroine of a remarkable report in the local newspaper. ‘ Sincerity and grati-
